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KORCHIJW advised that he met ABR«\HAM BEOfHMAN for the first time 
in 19A2 and that this introduction was a result of his baing employed 
by the Chemurgy Design Corporation and specif icallv being employed by 
H'HRY A. GOn/INNE* KORCHIEJI stated that BEOIHlIi'iN Vfas a well known 
chemical engineer and that his early association with him was of ,a pro- 
fessional nature in connection with the work done by them on theSllufert. 
Chemical Co mpany plant at Sgymour, OsQGJ^.^Wcut. He said that this project 
continued for well over a yeaF.\^j 

Following the completion of the above job (KORCHIEN laicertain 
of the date) KCmCHIEN advised that CS0IW3NNE, BROTHMAN, and VffiBER (ARTHUR 
p.) had a misunderstanding regarding financial matters and the above 
company was terminated.

Concerning ARTHUR F^ij^gBER, KORCHIEN stated that he recalled 
hjm as being an assistant to BROIHMAN, but that he could furnish no de-

KORCHIEN stated that the idea of the abovo company was largely 
that of BROTHMAN 's, vdio sold the idea to VAGO, GUS TOLLJI, and 

himself. KORCHIEIj said that this corporation represented tho partners 
in the "braham Brothman and Associates undertaking. VW 

The purpose of the partnership, according to KORCHIEN, was to 
organize a gi'oup of engineers in various chemical fields v/hich v/ould 
enable the business to offer manufactvirers a well rounded engineering 
service. The idea was to bo able to design, equip, end operate a chemical 
manuf a cturinjj business * 

KORCMIEN related that the partnership was a mutual undertaking 
and that it was agreed that each partner would share in the returns of 
the business according to the contributions made by each individual. 

He advised that in the early stages of the organization he 
desired to have a written understanding with respect to the partnership, 
and in this connection contacted an attorney friend of his who met with 
tho group to discuss this matter. Ho continued that this attorney, ALEX 
BR/'‘ND> drew up a written agreement concerning the partnership but that it 
was never signed by any of them. He continued that as a result of not

..ccording to KORCHIH^, AIEX^MaKD mentioned above .was not known 
to BROTHMAN, and to his knowledge BR0IHMi'*N has never used his services. 
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Concerning the financial structure of the company, KORGHIHJ 
said that it was his understanding that only he and BROTHM^iN made an 
original investment in the company. Although questioned from time to 
time concerning the amount of the original investment, KORCHIM did not 
disclose the exact figures, but did say that from time to tine he and 
BROTHtL'iN advanced small amounts into the jjertnership. This, according 
to KORCHIEN, amounted to $1,800 and that BR0THli6'.N or the partnership is 
still indebted to him for this money 

KORCHIEN continued that he had no Icnowledge that any other 
persons, firm, or government had advanced loans or given financial assis- 
tance to the iibraham Brothman and Associates, Incorporated, in the fur- 
thereuice of this business. Ho stated that he had never received any 
money for wages or services rendered to tho partnership and that his only 
benefit had resulted from small payments of overhead ejqjenses in connec- 
ticn with his office space at II 4 East 32nd Street, which was the office 
location of the business. 

According to KORCHIEN, the partnership was begun in late 1943* 
However, upon questioning he stated that ho was not certain of this date 
and that it would be necessary for him to check his rental lease in order 
to detemino the exact <tito of tho organization. KORCHIEN did not dis- 
agree when it was pointed out that the business was begun in about ^lugust, 
1944* It was apparent during the course of tho interview that KORCHIEN 
had little concern for dates and made no attempt to furnish or figure 
out the exact dates relating to the business. W 


KORCHIEN advised that ho had no knowledge of iBRi'»HjU. BROTHMAN ’ s 
financial worth nor did he know his source of income* He did sxirmise 
that BROTHMiiN and his wife may have used their savings in connection with 
Investments in the partnership. He said the company was never in a strong 
financial position nor could he furnish any figures concerning the salaries 
of VAGO or ’TOLL/iN . W 

KORCHIEIT advised that BROIHMi'iN had a contract with the Chinese 
Nationalist Government to design a plant for tho manxifacture of plastics 
and to develop now manufacturing processes. It was KORCHIEN 's under- 
standing that representatives of the Chinese Government had originally 
approached a friend of BROTHMAN regarding this contract. It was his under- 
standing that this individual had recently published a book relating to 
plastics and that it yas published by McGraw and Hill Publishors. “3 
continued that this individual was unable to handle the Job and that ho 
had referred them to BROTHMi'iN, who entered into a contract with tho 
Chinese ropresontativos. 
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Concerning money received from the Chinese Government, 
KORCHIEIJ said that he believed the company received about $30,000 in 
periodic payments and that this money was used for salaries and cquii>- 
ment. KORCKIEI'I advised that employees of the company were always paid 
first and that he supposed BROTHlL'iN would recover back wagoo irfien large 
sums such as mentioned above were received by the company. KORCHIEN 
was of the opinion that the project mentioned above was completed and 
it was his understanding that the Chinese were satisfied. 

KOROIIEK was questioned concerning other companies with idiich 
the partnership did business and he advised that they had a contract 
with the Bridgeport Brass Company, but he 'was unaware of the nature of 
the contract and he only ^new it had to do with the manufacture of 
DDT bombs. In connection with the above work, KORCHIEU stated that 
BROlHH/'iN made frequent trips to Connecticut.^^! 

It was the opinion of KORGHIEN that the partnership also did 
seme work for the Graver Tank Company, but ho could furnish no specific 
information regarding this business nor did ho have any knowledge con- 


cerning individuals connected viith it. 




KORCHIEN recallod that BROTHMAN had at one time dickered with 
an Indian firm concerning a contract vhich he believed also had to do 
with DDT bombs which, according to KORCHIEK, received a lot of publicity 
during this period. Ho advised that ho had no knowledge concerning the 
above negotiation nor was he awaro of any money received from them, f 

Laboratory, at Elmhurst 

KORCHIEN was questioned in detail concerning the laboratory 
■»diich was a part of the Abraham Brothman and iissociates. Incorporated, and 
ho advised that this was part of the business and that the financing of the 
lab was a part of the business. He stated that the laboratory work 
was concerned solely v/ith the partnership and he did not know of any work 
which was performed for other companies. He could furnish no information 
regarding lesearph^activities vdiich were conducted at the laboratory, 
bub stated' that GU^OLL/vN (GERHi.RD NORV.’?^OLL\H, was.) spent most of 
his time at the laboratory where ho worked bn problems relating to DDT, 
among other things. KORCHIEN was questioned in detail for knowledge in 
his possession regarding research matters and for any infomation which 
would indicate that individuals connected with the laboratory had other 
interests, and he stated that he had no knov/ledge that any of its em- 
ployees were connected with any other laboratory other than the one 
with which the partnership was connected. 
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KORCUnN stated that he had recently learned that BROTHlIi\N 
had done work on the Toni peimanent wave solution in the laboratory 

KORCHUN recalled that in connection with the laboratory work 
BROrHlI/>N made trips to Bridseport, Connecticut, from time to time and 
worked at the laboratory which w: s maintained by the Bridceport. Brass 
Company 

Concernins his association with the partnership, KORCHIEM 
advised that he did not do any work for the business, never received a 
salary, and that during the time he was associated with the partnership 
he merely had office space there in viiich he did work of his own, which 
had no connection with the partnership. He stated that he never took an 
active part in the operation of the business and that shortly before the 
partnership moved to Queens he ceased active participation in the business 
altogether. KORCHIEN was uncertain as to the date, but believed it was 
late 1944 or early 1945 • KCROTUN advised that the lease record may 
reflect that the Abraham Brothman and Associates continued in existence 
at the address 114 East 32nd Street longer than they wore actually in 
operation there. He explained this by saying that he continued to pay 
the rent of this space and that he believed the rent naj' have been paid 
in the name of the partnership rather than by himself individually, 

KORCHIEN advised that VAGO, to the best of his knowledge, re- 
mained with the company until one or two years ago, that he was tincertein 
of this date, and that it was his understanding that he left the partner- 
ship probably over monoy matters. Ho stated that VAGO telephonic?. lly con- 
tacted him some time ago, at which time ho requested his assistance in 
securing a job. KM 

Regarding V/OLL'iN, it is to be noted that KORCHIEN referred to 
him as GUS. KORCHIEN stated that WOUAN was a physicist and chemist 
and that ho had never met the man until BROTHM/iI'I introduced him at the 
time the partnership was was begun. He stated that he had had no 
social contact with WOLLAN but that he had heard WOLLiiN loft the company 
prior to the time VAGO did, KORCHIEN stated that ho had not seen or 
heard from V/OLL/iN sinco tho time the business moved to the new location 
in Queens. 14/ 

KORCHIEN was questioned for information having to do Ydth ENIL 
Z. BARISH and he advised that ho did not recall that &ARISH was active 
in the partnership during the period of hie association with tho partner- 
ship nor could he furnish any information concerning his associates or 
background. 
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KORCHIEN was .asked if he recalled the name of the secretary 
of^hfc'co];^ny and he stated that it was a girl by the name of lURI/iM, 
The-AamB^D^^OSKOIVITZ was furnished to KORCHIEN and he stated that that 
was the last name of the secretary. KCRCHUS'I could furnish no information 
as to whether she was at the present time a partner in the business. (fci 

K0RCHI2K was questioned further for additional names of persons 
employed by them in the laboratory and the only other namo that he could 
recall besides WOLLAN was a person he remembered as a "little gqy*' by 
the name o^Cf. His lest name he could not recall. 

Social and Professional Contacts of Brothnan 


Durina the interview KORCHIEN was repeatedly asked to furnish 
names of social and professional contacts of BROTHM.'iN and also the names 
of chemists end engineers v/ith whom BROWHAN did business. KORCHIEN said 
that he knesiY BROTHM/iJ had many contacts among chemists and engineers and 
also v;as acquainted with a large number of business firms > but that he 
could not recall the names of such persons nor could he furnish the bus- 
inesses. He believed BROTHLL'iN had contacts with several large chemical 
firms and that he, BROTHJi/iN, was trying to get business for the partner- 
ship and w.ns also interested in making personal contacts with them. ^56’/ 

KORCHIEN stated that about the time he first went with Chemurgy 
Designs Corporation that BHOTHUAN gave a talk before the i<nerican Chem- 
ical Society in Philadelphia on a topic having to do with the mechanization 
of chemical processes. It was also believed ’by KORCHIEI^ that 
BROTHHAN had submitted a paper to the Society at this time. He could 
furnish no details regarding the basis for the invitation which v/as ex- 
tended to BROTHliAN^t 

KORCHIiN recalled that BROTHHAN was friendly with an editor of 
the Chemical and ketalurgical Journal and that BROTHHiJJ had contributed 
articles to this publication. ffi)RGlIEN was otherwise unaware of this 
individual's identity 

KORCHIEN recalled that there v/as quite a turnover of employees 
by the company and that people were coming and going all the time, but 
he could not recall their names nor could he furnish the firms with vdiich 
these people might have been connected. \'ri i

KORCHIEN wf.e questioned in detail regarding trips that BUDTHliiiN 
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may have made in 1944 end 1945* He was questioned whether or not to his 
knowledge BIiOTHLL'.N or any of the partners in Chemurgy or “brahaia Broth- 
man and Associates or any of its employees ever travelled to Canada. 
KORCHIEN stated that he had no knowledge of any extensive trips made by 
anyone connected with the firm, except that BROTHMAN on occasion tra- 
velled to Bridgeport, Connecticut, and that he recalled his going to 
Philadelphia ,

KORCHIEN was questioned regarding the above and he related that 
he recalled that BOIT/INIIE had had some contact with the British Purchas- 
ing Commission during the existence of Chenurgy.

KORCHIEN stated that he had never heard of the British Scien- 
tific or Diffusion Mission and that he felt certain that the Abraham 
Brothman and ..ssociates had had no contact vri.th either of these gt\>ups 
nor had they any business contacts with the British Purchasing ConmisBion, 
to the best of his knowledge. 

Bank j.ccount 


KORCHIEN was questioned regarding any financial statement made 
by the compary and ho advised that he recalled on one occasion that an 
accountant described as an old fellow whose name he did not remember had 
reviewed their books. KORCHIEN could furnish no information or financial 
statement or income tax returns made by the partnership. He did state, 
however, that he had filed his state and federal income tax in Now York 
City for 1944 and that he recalled he showed a loss on his 1944 income 
tax return. KORCHIEN inferred that this loss was a result of his con- 
nection with the partnership.^^]

First contract after 'foraatlon of flrmvpe obtained by 
BROTBMAN through Y. and C. with the 

Chinese government >purchaeing commission. New York City 
BROniMAN met TANG and VAN through one SIMONS 
written standard books on plastics . One BERNAlST FIDTO 
furnished financial backing for BROTBMAN. When first 
Interviewed, WOLLAN stated that laboratory was initially 
set up with expendltxjre of approximately $2000.00. All 
financial natters handled by DR0!^!^^.

(&!HHAra> HORVAL VOLLAN vas Intervleved at Dahlonega, Georgia, 
by SA USHER 0. MVIS and the writer, at which tine he furnished the 
following infomatioh: 


Mr. VOLLAH advised that he net ABRAHAM BROTHMAH in Sew York City about the 
firing of 19^3 or 1944, shortly after leaving his enploynent with the U.S. 
l&vy Yard, Brooklyn, in January of either 19^3 or 1944. Ee advised -that he 
was without work for a nonth or and that a neighbor friend of his wife, 
by the name of Mrs. BEN knew he was out of work and introduced 

him to one MOiRB^ SCEIL^It, iraio operated a paint business in Brooklyn, Sew 
York, under the name VL^CBZLlERt Incorporated. For identification purposes, 
be stated Mrs. ROHH was a housewife and that her husband tau^t at a public 
school in Brooklyn^ He continued that SCHILIER seemed to be making money 
Qut of his business and Mrs. ROTH felt that he mi^t have an opening for 
WQUAN. Ee continued that SCEILIER had no such opening but to assist 
VOLLAN, SCHILLER introduced him to ABRAHAM BROTBIfi^, a consulting engineer. 
He .stated that one of the cosHianies for which BROTHMAN was doing work, needed 
a man as .that company was having a lot of trouble with the valves of 
aerosol boajbs euu^Aoipules . He continued this was the Regal Chemical Company 
owned by one T^^IEILIG. Mr. VOLLAN stated he was employed by the Regal 
Chemical Cob^mu!^. because of his mathematics background in order to assist 
in finding and correcting the trouble with the aerosol dispensers. He was 
employed as Assistant Riant Superintendent of the Regal Chemical Company 
during the Spring of 1943 j which position he held some six or seven months. 

He said he had a series of difficulties with the Plant Superintendent of 
this company, one > <iLABX, concerning the work In the plant. He stated 

that the Regal Chemical Company was eubcontractor to the Bridgeport Braes 
Coo^ny, in that Regal contracted to fill aerosol dispensers (frequently 
called bombs) with insecticide. 

The Bridgeport Brass Coaipany proi^uced the container (or bomb) . He stated 
that they also filled glass amp''ile8 with the Insecticide under an Army 
contract. Tbe aerosol dispenser -e were under a Navy contract. Ee stated that 
TED EEILIG, Who owned the Regal Chemical Company, also bad a plant known as 
the tedI£B Corporation, located on Dobbins Street, Gz^enpolnt, Brooklyn, Rev 
York. Ee stated this corporation was named for EEILIG and his wife, idiose 
given name was LEE. He stated uhat BROTHMAN had designed the plant for 
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SEIIJG to be used in fUllog these aerosol dispensers. Be added that the 
Begal plant vas set up as a result of the contract for fllllitg these 
dispensers for the Bridgeport Brass Company. 

VQLIAB stated that while he was employed at the Regal coc^ny, conferences 
concerning problems arising In connection with aerosol dispensers were held 
emd that usually the conferences consisted of HEILIO, BROTHMAR^ CLARK, and 
himself. These conferences were held at various places, he stated. They 
usually met where it would be convenient for BROTHMAR. He recalled some 
of the conferences at the Regal coQ3)any office and. others were held at a 
Ixmcheon or dinner engagement at some restaurant in either Hew York City 
Or Brooklyn. He did not recall euiy partlculor restaurant. He further 
advised that occasionally two men associated with BROTHMAR in Chemurgy 
Corporation would attend these conferences because of problems arising 
In connection with the chenlcsls used in the aerosol dispensers. One of 
these was a Negro chemist, idtose name he could not recall, but whom he 
described as Colored, male, age Uo to 4 $, six feet in height, welf^lng 
165 pounds, slender build, having brown conq^xlon, nice looking, who lived 
in Brooklyn, New York. The other was EMIL/fi^ISH. He said that 
occasionally another man, a chemical engl^er, ARTHD^^IBEIR, attended. 

He continued it vas his understanding that NEBER and^OISMAN were partners . 
in the Chemurgy Design Corporation. Mr, VOIXAN stated that he had not 
known any of these men before he was employed by the Regal Chemical Coopany. 

In connection with bis association with HROTBMAN, VOUAN stated that he 
collaborated with BROTHNAN on two articles published in the ’'Chemical and 
Metallurgical Englneerlxig journal", published monthly by Mc(HiAW-ElLL at 
New York City. He stated one of these articles may have been published in 
a trade Journal published by McG 3 tAW>EILL, entitled "product Engineering". 

He did not set a specific time as to when these were written orn^Allshed 
but stated it vas during his association with the firm ABRAH/U^<^ROTBMAN 
^.SpCIATBS, These articles, he stated, dealt with the development of a 
continuous process of manufacturing DDT. Cne article concerned the physical 
and chemical procedure in polymerization of methyl -methacrylate . 

Mr. WOLLAN stated that during the time he was associated with the Regal 
Chemical Company, BROTBMAN had had some trouble in his relations with 
individuals in Chemurgy Design Corporation. He esgplalned that BRO^MAN 
had employed ARTHUR WEBER when WEBER finished school and that there had 
been some dlffictiltles between them. He continued that it seemed to him 
that WEBER was ambitious and did not like to be subserViat and that 
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BROTBMAN felt be could not let VEBER control things as WEBER bad made 
several costly mistakes In Chemurgy because of inexperience. He stated that 
VEBER seemed to resent BROCKMAN bolding, him dovn ftnd that WEBER bad endeavored 
to take credit for some of the processes developed by BROTBMA^ He stated 
that BROdBHAN^ at that time, vas financially backed by EERRl^^llinnilKE < fie 
continued that BROtraMAH Planted to set up bis ovn company vl^but financial 
backing from anyone inasmuch as be felt be had been *'gyped'' by some of bis 
associates. He continued that by that time be and BROTEMAH bad become 
friendly. Be stated BBOTBK|^ vas a good mathematic lan> engineer and 
physicist, possibly the most brilliant man WOUAN bad ever known. He felt 
that BROTBMAN bad cone to feel that he, WOLLAN, vas reliable, had some 
ability and vas potenilaily a good engineer, although he had had no 
formal engineering training. He believed BROTBMAN felt that he, WOZIAN, 
co\ild be developed into a valuable addition to the comply BBO^ISMAN vas 
trying to establish. Accordingly, vhe^Ablngs "blew unr between the Regal 
conpany and Chemurgy, BROTBMAN, JUIE^^QRCHIEN, 06 Ci)B^AG 0 E, EMIL BABISH, 
and WOUAN agreed to set up a partnfSrehlp, known as BROTBMAN & Associates, 
the purpose of ^Ich company vas to act as constjltlog^ engineers . 


WOLLAN explained that JULES KDRCHIEN vas a free lance architect, as veil 
as President or other officer, of the Federation of Architects, Chemists, 
Engineers and Technicians. WOLLAN stated that VAGOE was a civil engineer 
vho may have been employed by the Regal Chemical Company for a lAlle, vorfclng 
on the DOT process. In considering the setting up cf this firm, he stated that 
BROTBMAN had pointed out that he, BROTBMAN had a number of contracts of his 
ovn, among which vas a contract vith the Bridgeport Brass Company; a contract 
with the HBiLIG Chemical Company; a steel fabricating company at Chicago, 
Illinois, the name of Which he did not recall, and the Oraver Tank Coepany, 
all of which brou^t in money on a retainer basis. He continued that as each 
cf the rest of the , proposed partners had accumulated a little money, they 
felt that they could set up the partnership of consulting engineers, using 
BROTBM/^iN's contracts to keep them going until they could establish themselves 
as a firm. He continued that it vas their purpose to make up a batch of 
designs of standard vessels, mixers, vats, and containers used In chemical 
laboratories, which they could sell. He stated they also felt they could 
design Eoanufaetturing plants, as veil as experiment In chemicals and sell the 
results of their efforts. It vas the intention of the partnership to make 
up sketches of standard vessels as above described used by the chemical 
Industry and prepare a catalog listing these vessels, according to their 
own design. 












nie partnership vould then endeavor to sell these vessels to the cheaical 
trade and the vessels vould be laade for then under their specification and 
name by the. (STIVER Tank Coopany, in view of BRCTEMAH's connection vlth the 
latter coopax^* Because of BBOTHMAB ' s distrust of other people , which 
-.VOUAN accredited to the fact that BROTQMAB had been ’’gypped" by several 
people with whom he had previously dealt, BROTHMAN desired to control the 
partnership and would not agree to an equal partnership* When all the 
• partners agreed to set up this firm, BR0!IEMAN financed the initial outlay 
-With the other partners putting tp -.practically no money. He stated that 
peutnershlp papers were drawn vp and filed In New York City and they 
obtained cheap office space on 3^d Street ‘ %fhere Park Avenue begins 
between Park and Lexington on the south side of the street In New York 
City. He said they did not hire any clerical personnel at the outset and 
•used BROTHMAN's retainers, as mentioned above, as Incoce until the partner- 
ship could obtain a contract. He stated when the partnership was formed, 
a salary of one hundred dollars per week was set for all of the partners 
except BRCnSMAH, idiose salary was set higher. He ccTjld not recall BROTHMAN 's 
salary and recalled that before the firm obtained a contract of its own, the* 
partners were not paid for several weeks. 

He stated ttie first contract that the firm, A. K^OTHMAN A Associates, obtained 
was one wl^ the Chinese Governuent Trading Comnission, which was a contract 
to design manufacturing plants for the production of methyl-methacrylate, 
nolymer and polymer. He stated thla contract was obtained on the baa la of 
B ROIBMA W’h conu^^ctl ppB , jjp nr.t .state ey irtlv h ow the contract was 

obtained bui Imev that BROTHMAN obtained It through some of his previous 
conxracrs.. ,Hc elaborated by saying that BROTHMAN was a recognized engineer 
and had previously had some association with a man idio had written ae^uple 
of standard books on plastics. He recalled this man was one >^ IMONS, 
but could not Identify him further. WOLLAN stated that it was thfough 
BROTHMAN *6 association with SIMONS that BROTHM/'iN feund out about the 
Chinese .Government’s desires In connection with such plants. VOUAN further 
recalled that it was through SIMONS that BROTHMAN net Y. 0. TANG and C. S. 

WAN, Chinese, who were connected with the Chinese Government Ik'ading 
Comisslon. He continued that BROTHMAN was able to convince the latter two 
taen that he could produce what they 'desired and that the firm therefore got 
the contract. He did recall, however, that to get this contract it was 
found necessary to establish a financial responsibility. Mr. VOLLAN 
estimated that this contract was obtained some twu or three months after 
the partnership had been established, or about the Fall of 194k. To 
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nonelbl llty. BRQTHMAK contacted one BER BAffl) PIIITO^- 
IDTO) %ihoBe residence addrees is fO'S ^oy Avenue, 
ccEtlnued that PIDTO was willing to financially 


Ihack the partnership. But desired to become a partner in the firm. He recalled 
{that BR0iniM/\H vcvld not permit PIBTO to become a partner and that PIDTO 
consented to becking BROTHMAM financially. WOLLAN stated that during this 
period the partnership had had some internal difficulties. Be stated these 
difficulties were on questions of policy and that their biggest problem 
was flnonces* He said the various partners could not agree as to how to 
finance the firm. ' - WOLLAH recalled that he usruilly fowl himself desiring 
some method that was not agreeable with the other partners and that he was 
always overruled on this. He said occasionally BARISE would take a stand 
with him. HOUiAH felt that there were some contracts that they should have 
accepted that were not accepted because of the fact that the finances on 
then coidd not be mutually worked out. He recalled that BROTBMAN wanted 
to be the "boss”, the. "decider", to coopletely control things. Because of 
this and in the meant ime B/iRISH had decided they were not going to succeed 
and as he could not agree with BROTHMAH, he "dissolved" his partnership with 
the firm and a new partnership was forced, cons is ting of the reoalnder of the 
original partners, with new partnership papers being filed in New York 
City. WOLLAN stated that about the tine the Chinese contract was obtained, * 
he , WOLLAN. invested either one thousand dollars or fifteen himdred dollars 
to the partnership and did without pay for several weeks until the receipts 
on the Chinese contract cane in. 

WOZXAN advised that after the Chinese Oovernoent contract was obtained, one 
MIRIA^^OSKCWITZ was enployed as stenographer. He further stated that a 
laboratory was also set in Elmhurst, Queens, New York, near Queens 
Boulevard. He recalled the firm obtained a room In a plant that produced 
transfer (or foil) paper which was located on 37th Avenue in Elmhurst. 

WQUAlLfiat^ioated that the Laboratory was set ttp with a cash outlay of 
two thousand dollars and that later additional money was put in oy associates 
or tnc flrm^untii lietween three and four thousand' dolikPS VhB l&ves^d in 
tUB miiWliLUry-. BROTHMTJJ, VAOOE, and WOLLAN handled the details of setting 
up the Laboratory., with BROIHMAN handling the financial matters. 8ILVBE2STBIN 
and the Ph.D. from M.I.T., whose name he co\ild not recall, later assisted 
In establishing the laboratory. When he was relntervlewed on May l6, 195^/ 
WOLLAN changed his previom statement concerning the amount required to set 
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jj the Laboratory and said that 'the Laboratory vae set up vlth approximately 
Uflve to ten thousand dollars vhlch vas borrowed from BEIUHE PILTO with the 
11 knowledge and okay of the othor associates. WOUAIV estimated that during 
n the -time he was connected Vlth A. fiROTHM/lN & ASSOCIAIB^^ the flrtn borrowed 
Ha 'total of approximately twenty thousand dollars from PiDTObut WOIIAN 
^believed that PIDTO was repaid in full ^om the profits of the firm-. No 
financial backing was received from Bridgeport Brass, BEILIO Chemical 
Company or ORAVER Tank, except what might have been paid by these concerns 
to BROTBMAN as retainer fees^ VOIXAN estimated that the retainer for the 
Brl^eport- Brass Company was ajjproxlmately five thousand dollars a nnua lly; 
retainer of the BEILIO Chemical Company, five thousand dollars, and iSRAVER 
IVnk Conpany a 'smaller amount, which he could not estimate, making a total 
retainer of over ten thousand dollars 

i * 

After setting up the iSboratory, one 
who had ^i^alned his Pb. B-. from the 

at CambM^e, Massachusetts, were enployed to work in the laboratory* One 
MANDfel|j^KORN>fes also ecployed as a chemical engineer in the laboratory; 
Later^WlX^<®ALL, a graduate of Brooklyn Polytechnic Institute, %»as 
employed ra a chemical engineer. He advised that these men worked under 
him in the laboratory and were the only men In the laboratory at that 
time* later, VOLL'iN’s brother, ROLF, was employed. He continued that 
ROLF was discherged from the UiS. .jray Signal Corps at a camp in New Jersey, 
following which he visited VOLLAN In New York. While visiting WOLLAN, ROIF 
met BROTHMAN and BBOTEMAN asked ROLF If he wanted a Job. VOLLAN stated that 
ROif had been a high school teacher prior to his service In the U.S* Army. 

Be stated that ROLF was a mathematician and Inasmuch as he was unemployed 
at the time, he accepted a Job with the firm and did slide rule work In the 
laboratory. WOIIAN believed that ROIF was employed to work in the laboratory 
about the Fall of 19^5 • One SOL FRANSHEL was ecployed in the laboratory 
shortly before VOLLAN left the laboratory in July 19^6. VOLLAN did not 
know FRANSHEL previously and did not recall much about FRANSHEL. 

Regarding the contracts vhlch A. BROTBMAN & ASSOCIATES held, VOLLAN recalled 
a contract with some conpany when they designed a gadget to automatically 
cut lighter flints in proper lengths by machine, ibis process had been 
previously handled by hand. Another contract was with the Palestine Potash 
Cocpany and another contract vas with an oil company from Texas . 

Ihe basic of their operations was sulphuric acid plants and some plans were 
drawn up for such plants* Ali contaracts, VOLLAN stated, were obtained by 
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BROI^fAN and negotiations concerning the contracts made by WOlJtAR's 

time vas spent principally in the lahorato^ and he did not know too much 
about the individuals with whom BBOfTBMAN had business dealings in obtaining 
these contracts. He did recall that BSRNIE PIDTO introduced BROTBMAN to 
some coc^ny which vas interested in a plastic covering for tarpaulins and 
. for covering war shipment s such 'as airplanes and parts to protect them in 
shipment-. He did not know the naoe of this company nor the individuals with 
whom business dealings were had but stated a good bit of work was done on this 
project in the laboratory. He related that he did not learn more about 
these business tzansactlons as DROTHWIN handled the contracts almost 
exclusively and that BROTHM/IN did not advise him concerning these natters* 

Be continued that relations between him and were of a very friendly 

buslDesB nature and that they never established a mutual social Interest. He 
therefore knew of no social contacts of BROTHMAN. 

WOLLAN stated that A. BROTHMAB ft ASSOCIAlES did their banking at a branch 
be^k of the National City Bank and nrust' Company of New York City located 
on . 32nd at Park Avenue^ across the street from their office in New York 
City. VOUAN did not know where BROTBMAN or other associates of A. BROfTBMAN • 
ft ASSOCIATES conducted their banking, but stated he maintained an account 
at the Corn Exchange Bank and Trust Company, Washington Branch, 256 Broadway, 
In the Home Life Insurance Company Building. This account was established 
when he was employed by the H^ne Life Insiurance Company and he did not 
nove It idille employed by A. BROTHMAN ft ASSOCIATES. WOLLAN stated the 
: federal Income tax. returns of A. EROTHMAN ft ASSOCIATES were filed in 
••New York' City and- that the state returns were filed at Albany, New York. 

Be recalled. that one HALPERIN, a certified public accountant, who vas employed 
by A. BHpTHMAN ft ASSOCIATES on a fee basis, handled these tax returns. 

WOIIAN did not know where BROTBtdAN or other associates of A. BROTBMAN ft 
ASSOCIATES filed their personal income tax returns. His personal returns 
were filed at Albany and New York City. WOIIAN could not recall the 
amounts of money paid him hy the firm A. BROIBMAN ft ASSOCIATES, but stated 
that he merely obtained his income figure from HAIPERIN and filed his income 
tax returns accordingly. Be believed that the first year he was employed, 
there vas a loss and no Income tax return vas filed, but one vas filed for 
the second yeor employed, which would have been 19^5* WOIIAN could not 
recall where his brother, ROIf, did his banking or filed his tax returns. 

I When asked whether he -knew an individual by the name of PRANin(EFPI£R, 

I WOLLAN stated that an Indivldxial by this name vas connected with A. BROIBMAN 
I ft ASSOCIATES and cane to the firm after the relations between BROTSI^ and 
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* |VOLLAN had been strained. He "believed this vas about the Spring of 1946. 

I VQLLAR recalled that KEPPIER vas BROTHMAN's rl^t-hand oan and replaced 
VOILAB to a large extent In the ..A» BROTBMAN & ASSOCIATES laboratory. 

KEPPLSR vas considered the general over all supervisor. He had not known 
KBPPLER -before and recalled that BRpTHMAH obtained the services of 
KEFPLER. Ee recalled that KEPPIEB cane fron Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 

I and comUted . f rom Philadelphia while enployed with A. BRCQEMAN & ASS0CIA1E3. 
VOXLAN did not know ouch concerning KEFPLER 's background but believed 
KEPPLER’s fanlly vas fron Philadelphia and recalled that KEPPIER was hard 
up financially. He was a chcnlst or a checlcal engineer and vas enployed 
^n this connection'. BROTHMAK considered KEPPIER a very good man. l^on 
being shown a photograph of HARRY GOLD, which vas exhibited to bin in' such 
a inanner that the nane appearing on the photograph could not be seen, 

VOIiAN identified GOID as FBARK KEFPIHR. 

later 'during the Intervlev, VOIIAH was asked if he knew an Individual by the 
nane of HARRY GOIB, to vhich he quickly replied that he did and that that 
was dOlE's photograph he had previously identified during the course of the 
interview, referring, of course, to the photograph he had identified as' \ 

being FRANK KEFPLER. Then VOLI^ becaise slightly frustrated vben he 
realized that the nane of GOIJ) bad not previously been mentioned in the 
course, of -the in'bervlew, and after some hesltemcy, stated that FRANK 
KBpPl£R and HARRY OOU) were the sane, recalling' that GOID used both names 
While employed by A, BROT»!AN & ASSOCLITES, At this point of the interview, 
VOLLAN could, not es^laln why OOID used two names, s'batlng that it was 
possibly, marital difficulties. WOXIAN believed that GOID .was married to 
a second wife by whom he had two small children. WOLLAN recalled that GOID 
was a cbemlst with some chemical engineering eig^erience but was not a 
physicist. • \ 

When first employed, GOID worked only a day or two at a time , commuting 
from Philadelphia, inasmuch as he apparently had other employment. GOID 
at first worked In the offices on 32nd Street but would cone to the 
.laboratory and dake sketches of his own and conduct various tests 
allegedly at the specific request of BROTHHAN. WOLLAN did not know the 
nature of these tests and stated that althou^ at that time he, WOLLAN, 
fvas the laboratory superintendent, GOID did not disclose to him the nature 
/of the tests, drawings, etc. WOIIAN was under the impression that BROTBMAN 
I had . come to distriist him and vas having GOID check on him or was having 
I OOli) do work he would not trust to WOLLAN. ' WOLLAN volunteered the 
I statement that he "was not Involved in the work which OOID was doing,” 
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Imt vcttld not elaborate further. When questioned more specifically concerning 
■ this statement , VOUAN remarked that OOU) never conferred vith him on any 
nrork which be dldj even thou^ it was dene In the laboratory where WOUAR 
/'was siQ)erlntenden't, 60ID and BROIBMAN becaoe very closely associated to- 
' gether and BROTBMAW and WOIXAN had drifted apart in their relations with 
each other. WOU^ was under the Irg^esslon from general conversation that 
BRDTHKVLN and QOX2) had known each other for a considerable length of time 
prior to OOID's being employed by BROTHMAN^ 

OOLD was employed "by BROTBMAR in hhe late winter of 1945-19^ or early 
spring of 19464 and after being there a few months was employed full time 
returning to his home in Philadelphia on weekends . Although BROIBHAR and 
OOU) were closely associated, WOUAN did not believe OOU) was ever made a 
partner of the flra. MIRIAM was, however, made a partner about 

this time. WOUAN objected to MOSKOWITZ as a partner as her only quallfi* 
cation was that of a stenographer. 

WOUAN recalled that OOID also participated, alcmg vith BR0(IEMAN> In obtaining 
a contract with the Palestine Potash Company. This contract was for specifi- 
cations for manufacturing plants to produce BBT. The firm actually drew 
specifications for two plants for the Palestine Potash Company, in addition . 
to which they ran tests in the A. I^OTHMAN & ASSOCIA^SS laboratory In 
connection with "gun cotton" and "TNT". These tests were conducted in 
hopes of obtaining a contract from the Palestine Potash Company to set up 
plants 'to produce these items . WOUAN did not know whether the contract was 
ever obtained from Palestine potash Company ft>r plants to produce gun cotton 
or HIT. Further, In connection with the Palestine Potash Conpany, the film 
had learned of some surplus prox)erty available through War Assets 
Administration, consisting of liquid tanks, vats, etc. The firm attempted 
to obtain some of this surplus property to be used by the Palestine Potash 
CoD^any in the setting vp of their BBT plants. WCUAN made a trip to some 
Army camp in New Jersey, the name of which he did not recall. In an attempt 
to obtain this surplus prox>erty but did not know irtiether the firm was ever 
able to actually obtain this property for the Palestine Potash Cocqpcmy* 

As best WOUAN could recall, he first vent to work vith BRO!IBMU? and 
associates about August 1944 and remained with the firm until about August 
1946, at which time he resigned Inasmuch as he felt that he was a partner 
in name only in the firm and could see no future in remaining with BROQSMAN. 
WOUAN vc\ild have left sooetlme sooner but stayed on for a while inasmuch 
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as he felt certain responsibility In connection vlth work being done on 
the contract vlth the' Chinee Qovemnent . Before WOUAB left, QOXl) had 
code to the laboratory and for all Intentional pinposes had apparently 
Kplaced VOUAN as laboratory superintendent. It was WOLLAN’s belief that 
boiiD had been given the -position cf laboratory SYiperlntendent vhen he left. 

VOUAN did not knov whether the f Ina A. BBOIBMAN & ASSOCIATES Is still in 
existence and claioed to have had no dontact vlth the firm since he left 
other than to send Christmas greetings to EROTHMAN and some of the associates. 
WOUAB venarked that he bad put approximately one thousand dollars In the 
firm In the lean months vhen they vere first In business and as yet has not 
been repaid by BROTEMAK* He stated that has sent BROTHMAH Christmas 
cards thinking that possibly BROTHMAN vould recall this debt and pay him. 

When first Intervleved, WOIIAB claimed hot to have put any money In the 
business at the beginning but vhen recontacted on May I 6 , 1950» WOUAB 
.remarked that his vlfe had reminded him that he had Invested four hundred 
dollars in the firm vhen it vas first organised. WOIIAB vae of the impression 
that the other associates possibly put an equal amount but the majority 
of the financing, as prevlo\iely stated, vas handled hy BROTHMAN personally. 
WOLIAN did not knov of any other financial aid secured by BROTBMAB. 

WOIIAB recalled that while associated with A. BROTBMAB & ASSOCIATES, he, 
BROTHMAN, and FIDTO made a trip to Wilmington, Delavare, during the winter 
of 19M*-19^5* to visit a plastic plant. BRQDWvR had designed the equipment 
In this particular plant and the plant was set up and they visited this 
plant for the purpose of seeing the plant In operation. BROTBMAB was 
designing a plastics plant and wished to study the operation of this plant 
Inasmuch as It vould save him considerable work in designing another plant. 
WOIIAB recalled that at the time they visited this plant, the name of 
which be did not recall, the plant vas engaged in manufacturing plastics 
under an Army or Navy contract. While at the plant, they contacted an 
Individual, whose name he did not knov but who vas known to BROTBMAB, and 
this Individual vas asked to assist them in the laboratory In connection 
vlth plastics. This individual did not, however, go to vork for them. 

WOIIAB recalled that some discxission vae had among the associates concerning 
contacting AMTORO or the Soviet Purchasing Commission to. sell the Soviet 
Government designs for operating a BDT plant. He did not knov, however, 
whether a contract vas ever negotiated in this matter and could not recall 
vbether any representative of the Soviet Government was actually contacted 
In an effort to negotiate si contract.

VOUAN could famish photographs of none of the asscclates or etaployees of 
A. BBOTCM/UI & ASSOCIATES, other than a photograph of his brother fiOLP VOLIAN. 
WOLLAN furnished a photograph of bis brother, ROLF*, taken In 19^5 > B’B well 
as a photograph of hloself oade ln the A. BROTHMAN A ASSOCIATES laboratory 
about 19*v5 • 

Mr. WOLLAN advised he had never been In Boston or any other place In the 
■ State of Massachusetts nor had he been in Nev Mexico. 

At the tine of the formation of A. BROTHMAN & ASSOCIATES, the oeebers of the 
£im were all well acquainted with the fact that BROTHMAN and ARTHUR P. 
y^fEBER hod personal difficulties between themselves. It was also well known 
/ 'to the associates that BROTHMAN had secured retainers as consttltlng engineer 
with the Bridgeport Brass Company; Graver Tank, and BEILIG Chemical 
Conpany. These re'talners were to he used as “bread and butter" funds until 
the firci was established and new business obtained-* Any of the number of 
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friends of the finn, A. BROTHMAN & ASSOCIATES, of course, knev of the 
setting up of the &ev laboratory but WOillAN did not feel that the existence 
of the above mentioned retainers ms Very widely known cxztslde of the firm 
with the exception ofPQ^lECLBfid possibly -some others closely associated 

rtth f ^ 

One TER(^HADEL, believed to be a salesman, frequently called at BROTHHAN's 
office and WOIl^ believed these calia4rere of a social nature* BROTBMAN 
was also In contact with one BSRNAR^<K0QFMAI1, professor, Columbia University, 

' 'Mathematics Department* This IndlvidWl also checked the mathematical 
calculations on several articles written by BROIBMAN* Mr. WOLIAN recalled 
tthat other Individuals visited BROTEMAN or some of the partners of the firm 
'.but recalled no one else specifically. 

During the coxurse of this Interview, WOUAR s'tated that he, as well as all 
I the other . partners in A. BROTEMAN & ASSOCIATES, vas friendly toward the 
I Soviet Union and had great respect for the accomplishments made by the 
1 Soviet Union* VDLIAN admitted that when he vas employed as an actuarial 
I clerk in the Hone Life Insurance Company about 1936, he became interested 
u in Communism inasmuch as he bad heard that subject discussed considerably 
in the early depression yeers. VOLLAN pointed out that his father died 
and left him to be the sole support of his family at that time. VQiile 
employed by the above mentioned insurance concern, VOLLAN purchased a copy 
of KARL MARX'S book ”DAS KAPUAL" and read it very thoroughly with the 
Idea of understanding what the author was trying to say. VOLLAN spoke Very 
highly of •TlAS KAPIOlUi” relating that he felt KARL MARX, who had prepared 
this for bis Pb* D* thesis, had made a great contribution to society, iniasmuch 
as economists of modern times considered many of the matters covered by 

( KARL MARX'S book. VOLLAN stated he 'was very muoh interested in the 

activities of the Communist Party of the United States from 1936 until 19^5, 
but stated in effect that he would not admit or deny that he was a member 
of the Communist Party. He added that he would not place himself in a 
position whereby he might be questioned as to whether some other person had 
been or was a member of ‘the Communist Party in the United States . VOILAN 
did state that be definitely vas not now a member of the Communist Party, 
relating that he did not approve of the present Communist Party policy 
in the 'thiited States and had not since the party ousted SARL BROWDER* In 
e]Q>lanation of this, VOILAN stated that with the ousting of BROWDER, tffe 
party .Indicated a definite change in pcxllcy 'vlth which change he did not 
agree^ WOLIAN felt that when the party ousted BROWDER, it lost its principal 
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leadership in the United States and hecene a grov^ that vas taking ordera 
jProiD someone else and not operating as a.' party Interested, only In the 
Conditions in the Thiited States. VOLLAN plated that he vas interested in 
bommunlsm and did not tiqr to hide his interest In Coomunism and his respect 
\ ef frlend.ly feeling toward the Soviet Union, stating at this sane time, 
hovever, that he did not air bis feelings in such a way as to make him 
conspicuous in any type of society. WOLIAR oade it very emphatic, however, 
that. he felt that he was loyal to the Thiited States and would not siQ>port 
the Soviet Union or any other country in any activity which might be 
Ihlolcal to the welfare of the United States. VOLLAN stated he felt 
that the prloary purpose of the Comnunist Party In the United States should 
he confined to bettering conditions in the United States throu^ the 
selection of proper leadership to solve the economic situation. 

WOILAN stated that although he had a great deal of respect for the Soviet 
Union, he felt that there were nany evils connected with the Communist 
Begioe there which in time must he corrected. In this connection, he 
pointed 0^ that he felt It would be a long tine before Bussla ever 
progressed to the status of the United. States of America today. VOILAN 
believed that KARl MANX has the answer* to the world economic situation 
08 described in his book 'DAS KAPITAL” and he foresees a world peace in 
the future, not of one nation governing the world but of all nations 
understanding each other and working together bamonicusly. 

WOLIAN, although appearing to be cooperative, declined to furnish a signed 
statement incorporating the above reported information, inasmuch as he had 
to attend to pressing nattere in connection with his duties as a math 
professor at North Georgia College.
